A GOOD CITIZEN: 


Many people feel that something 
needs to be done to keep boys off the 
streets andgive them constructive act— 
ivities. Others have a pretty good 
idea how to go about it. Still others, 
just a few choice spirits, see the 
need, have an idea what to do about it, 
and then go ahead and do it. Such a 
citizen is Mr. Roy Hart, who for the 
past four years has devoted at least 
two nights per week to acting as Com- 
mandingOfficer of the St. Albert Squad- 
ron No. 533 Air Cadets. 

F/L Hart brings a varied experience 
in a number of fields of endeavour to 
this work. He was born and educated 
in Edmonton, and spent a maximum number 
of years as a scout, from Cub to Rover 
Scout. He spent six years with the 
R.C.M.P. and left the police to enlist 
as an Air Observerin 1943, where after 
service all over Canada, he was posted 
to England to 608 Bomber Squadron, RAF. 

After the war he attended the Univ— 


ersity of Toronto where he studied In- 
stitutional Management. He spent a 
year in the Yukon as an assistant man- 
ager of a hotel and then with the De- 
partment of Mines and Resources. Re- 
turning to Edmonton he sold insurance 
and managed a hotel prior to joining 
the advertising department of the Ed- 
monton Journal. When the St. Albert 
Lions Club decided to re-activa te the 
St. Albert Air Cadets, they asked him 
to take on the job of Commanding Offic- 
er. We asked him why he had kept on 
with it for four years. His answer was 
a very simple one: "Because I enjoy it 
it". Would that more men could find 
their enjoyment in such ways: There 
would be a lot less juvenile delinquen- 
cy, a lot more boys better prepared for 
life than there are. 

What of these Air Cadets, of whom 
F/L Hart thinks so much? They are boys 
aged 14 to 18, 40 of them at present. 
Under his direction the Squadron rates 
5th in the Province and for the second 
year in a row has won the "most improv- 
ed" award. The purpose of their train- 
ing is "to give Air Cadets a basic 
training in aviation and other closely 
associated subjects that will better 
fit Canadian youth for careers whether 
in the Service or civil aviation or in 
some other walk of life" and"to help 
Air Cadets develope a high standard of 
physical fitness, mental alertness and 
discipline". This purpose fits in very 
well with Mr. Hart's own ideas of what 
is best for boys in their teens. His 
own son agrees with him, but as he is 
only 12, hemust wait until he is elig- 
ible. 

To achieve these ends the boys are 
taught from a very comprehensive syll- 
abus which includes courses in engines, 
theory of flight, meteorology, naviga- 
tion, and public speaking, as well as 
band training. Other courses such as 
photography and radio would be taught 
if space permitted, but there is no 
room for that in their present quart- 
ers in the Parish Hall. That needs a 
building such as a Recreation Centre, 
butthat is still only a dream for St. 
Albert. The men assisting Mr. Hart are 
F/O George Lee, supply officer, F/O Cy 
Whitton, Adjutant, F/O Stan Hodgson, 
Chief Instructor, three band instruct- 
ors; Russ Waite, Mel Resigh and Felix 
Barr. Murray Keyes, who instructs 
both band and meteorology, Scotty 
McIntosh- Public Speaking, Don Collett- 
Flying Scholarship and Doug Barron, 
Marksmanship, when transportation to 
rifle range is available.

POSTHUMOUS AWARD TO LEO NICKERSON 


The late Leo Nickerson, cubmaster 
of the Second St. Albert Pack, who lost 
his life by drowning in Lake Wabamun on 
July 14th after rescuing one cub, was 
awarded a bronze medal posthumously, 
and an award of $80.00 per month for 
the next five years will be made to Mrs 
Nickerson in death benefits. Mr. Nick- 
erson had rescued Herbie Allen and was 
attempting to save Peter Ralphs, Ron 
Gilley, and Shristopher Rowe when a 
wave engulfed them and carried them to 
deep water. 

Mr. Nickerson was among ten Canadiare 
honored Wednesday Jan. 17 by the Carn- 
egie Hero Fund Commission at its 58th 
annual meeting in Pittsburgh. 

The Carnegie dero rund was establish- 
ed in 1904 by Andrew Carnegie, indust- 
rial leader and philanthropist for the 
purpose of recognizing acts of heroism 
by awarding medals which are often 
accompanied by pecuniary awards. His 
primary purpose in creating the Fund 
was "to provide financial assistance 
for persons disabled in heroic efforts 
to save human life or to dependants of 
persons who lost their lives in this 
manner.” Acts performed in the United 
States and Canada or the waters thereof 
are taken into consideration. By the 
end of August last year 4,439 medals 
accompanied by more than $8,700,000 in 
awards had been made to heroes and ther 
dependants. Of the heroic acts brought 
to the attention of the Commission, one 
in ten received awards, and Mrs. Nick- 
erson received one of the largest fin- 
ancial considerations given. 

Any person having authentic know- 
ledge of an heroic rescue or rescue at- 
tempt may bring it to the attention of 
the Commission.

Regretting that they had no 
provision for recognition of such acts, 
Lions International suggested applica- 
tion to such a fund as the Carnegie, 
and that some local recognition be made. 
This was done when the Lions had an en=- 
graved plaque prepared and presented to 
Mrs. Nickerson: in memory of her husband 
deed. 

Mr. Arseneau acted on the suggestion 
to inform the Carnegie Commission with 
the result that a worthy tribute has 
been given Mr. Nickerson and a practi- 
cal and beneficial award to his wife 
and family.
